1 , Pursuant to the request contained in reference (a), an investigation 
has been conducted within the Department of the Navy la an attempt to 
identify the source of the classified data appearing la the subject 
article. While this investigation was net successful in identifying the 
source, certain assertions, which nay be pertinent or of interest to you, 
were developed. These assertions were to the effect that, at the 195® 
sessions of the Geneva Conference on Cessation of luclaar Weapons Testa, 
some oerters of the U. 8. delegation divulged more information on 0. S. 
detection techniques t.h<m was necessary. According to the source* this 
occurred as a result of shrewd questioning end tactics on the part of 
Soviet representatives, and the desire on the part of the (J. 8. repre- 
aentatlves to gain Soviet cooperation • The truth of these assertions 
could not be confined within the Department of the levy. The only 
formal Conference material within the Department of Defense is painv 
tamed in the Office of the Assistant for the Secretary of Defense 
(Atomic Energy), the Honorable H. B. Doper. Tn aaa mch as reference 
(a) was also addressed to the Department of Defense, the levy Depart- 
ment investigation did not include reference to that Conference material.
